“Thé American machine gunners 
and French colonials were thrown 
into Chateau Thierry together. The 
Americans immediately took over the 
defense of the river bank, especially 
the approaches to the bridge. Fight- 
ing’ with their habitual courage and

still.

“Already wavering under the 
American fire the Germans were 
counter attacked by the French co- 
lonials and Griven from the town. 
They returned to the attack the next 
night and under cover of darkness 
crept into the town along the river 
bank and began .to work their way 
through the streets toward the main 
bridge. At the same moment a tre- 
mendous artillery bombatdment was

“Then within range of the ma- 
chine guns, the Germans advanced 
under cover of clouds of thick white 
smoke from smoke bombs. They 
were already crossing the bridge. 
evidently believing themselves mas- 
ters of both banks, when a thunder- 
ous explosion blew the center of the 
bridge and & number of Germans 
with it into the river.

The first Americans to enter the 
battle zone were troops of a machine 
gun Battalion. They rode cn trucks 
du:ing all of Friday night and ar- 
rived at their new position on Satur- 
day morning. These were the troops 
which repulsed the enemy forcés 
which attempted to cross the Mere 
River. 

The machine gunners were he: 
tioned within a certain town and 
began operations by poking the niuz- 
zles of their weapons through brok- 
en walls, bushes and holes knocked 
in the side of hotses. The guns were 
skillfully hidden and the Germans 
were unable to locate them. The Cer- 
mans shelled the town heavily and 
the Americans took positions accord- 
ingly. Later on the enemy entered 
the outskirts only to be pounded by 
the allied artillery. 


Soldiers in Fine Spirits.

Stories told by. passengers and 
crew of the sunken vessel indicated 
that Edwin W. Vogel of New York 
City, the shi?p’s 19-year-old chief 
wireless operator, played a spéctacu- 
lar part in the dramatic raiding of 
the Carolina. 

“When the submarine messaged 
the “don’t use wireless and we won't 
shoot,” Vogel defiantly repeated his 
“Ss. O. 8S.” signals which he had al- 
ready begun flashing and was on the 
verge of answering queries from 
Cape May and the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard Stations for the Carolina's po- 
sition when Capt. T. R. D. Barbour, 
Vogel's commander, ordered him to 
quit his key and see whether the 
Germans would keep their pledge, 
passengers deciared. Capt. Barbour 
said he decided to accept the propo- 
sition laid’down by the U-boat skip- 
per because he ‘believed dissent 
would haye meant forfeiture of the 
lives of the women and children 
aboard the vessel. 

Story of Wireless Man. 

This was what occurred as related 
by Vogel—'‘Sparks”’ Vogel, the nick- 
name commonly given wireless oper- 
ators—who stuck to his key on the 
Carolina sending out appeals for 
help until ordered into a lifeboat by 
his captain: 

“IT was awakened at 5:35 o’clock 
Sunday evening, as usual, for sup- 
per.

“At about 6 o’clock I was’ down 
for supper when I heard something 
emack alongside. I hurried up ‘to 
the wireless house and sent the other 
operator to get our position. Mean- 
while I shot out our first S. O. &. ('S. 
O. 8 —Steamship Carolina being 
gunned by German submarine.') I 
sent out a couple of times. within 
two minutes, Cape May station 
picked us up and queried for our lo- 
cation.

GERMANS MUST DEFEAT OR 
NEUTRALIZE BRITISH BEFORE 
PARIS DASH, SAYS REPINGTON

Declares Allies Suffer. by Reason of 
Handing Over the Initiative 


Enemy.

LONDON, June 4.—The commu- 


niques of yesterday and the previous 
night show that the enemy has 
gained some ground on his Soissons- 
Chateau-Thierry front. The French 
line appears now to run from the 


Aisne, near Fontnoy, to Romiers and 
thence south along the eastern edge 
of the Foret de Retz to Mosley farm. 
South of the latter locality the line 
is uncertain, but we pick it up again 
at Veuilly-la-Potrie and Vuilley For- 

st, where the Americans have done 

nely, and thence it continues to a 
conical wooded hill a mile or two 
west of Chateau-Thierry, where the 
Germans are in possession. 

The German progress on all this 
front is still marked, even if it is 
slow. There has been a venture of 
a German battalion across the Marne 
at Jaulgorme, a point tactically fa- 
vorable for crossink, but it terminat- 
ed badly for the enemy. Eastward 


was no change up to yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

I should say the Germans regard 
the capture of the Aisne River line, 
or of its passages up to its conflu- 
ences with the Oise, as a necessary 
preliminary toi the combined ad- 
vance of the Crown Prince's armies 
upon Paris. But the German ad- 
vance westward from Soissons south 
of the Aisne is being and will be 
warmly opposed while the valiant 
French troops fighting in the angle 
between the Aisne and the Oise have 
hitherto held their ground most 
tenaciously and defeated all attempts 
to dislodge them. 

The enemy would assuredly like 
to establish his troops on the line 
of Montdidier-Compiegen, Villets- 
Cotterets-Chateau-Thierry before 
launching out upon his great adven- 
ture to the Southwest, with Paris 
for his prize. But there will evi- 
dently be some uncommonly hard 
fighting before he is able to attain 
the preparatory position named; and 
then comes the next problem—of de- 
feating or neutralizing: the British 
armies before a march to the South- 
west can safely be undertaken. All 
this must take time. 

Meanwhile the enemy’s two main 
purposes are to accumulate all the 
force he can assemble for his su- 
preme effort and to distract our at- 
tention by feints and attacks else- 
where. 

We do not know: definitely what the 
Austrians are expected to do under 
Waffenbund, but the most obvious, 
easiest and quickest means of bring- 
ing them into the picture is by goad- 
ing them on to attack Italy. The 
Austrians are not exactly pining to 
begin this business, but needs must 
when the devil drives. Therefore 
events of the Italian front must be 
carefully watched, particularly to 


of this point and up to Rheims there 


see whether there are any signs of 
another German spearhead being af- 
f£xed to the Austrian lance for some 
projected thrust. 

At the same time we have to re- 
member that in German eyes every- 
thing remains subordinate to success 
in France. Therefore, we cannot 
rule out an Alsace scheme nor the 
rumor that Austrian troops may re- 
place the Germans still remaining 
on the Russo-Rumanian front, and 
thus enable the whole of Germany’s 
forces to be concentrated in France. 

For the Supreme Crisis. 

The Germans will place every man 
in line for the supreme crisis of the 
decisive battle when it comes, and 
if a blow at sea will help this pur- 
pose, then assuredly they will not 
fail to try that, too. 

I have not the least idea when the 
Germans will abandon their plan of 
alternating strokes nor whether they 
will ever abandon it. With its vir- 
tue of surprise it is pretty plain that 
it enables a not enormously superior 
force to accumulate greatly superior 
power against us locally and to ex- 
ploit this advantage to the full for 
a certain number of days, to our 
great moral and material detriment. 

Our presenting of the initiative to 
the enemy handicaps us fearfully, 
and few among us are satisfied that 
these surprises, or what seems to be 
surprises, should occur. 

There is one point in German prac- 
tice which I admire—it is the hard 
training of German infantry for these 
attacks and the habit which they 
have acquired of acting without 
guns, or with very few of them, after 
the initial attack. 

They go to school before these at- 
tacks and become as little children, 
learning which way to enter a posi- 
tion. 

Our British troopa have been 
starved for training. There are 
many reasons, but the main reason 


‘has been want of relief and drafts. 


It t absurd to pretend our men are 
not so good as the boches or our 
training not so go I think both 
are better. But unless the war cabi- 
nets so order our affairs that divi- 
sions can be hauled out of line for a 
month avery quarter in order that 
they may be trained up to concert 
pitch, I concede that our armies 
will get worse while the boche in- 
fantry is getting better. 
Plenty of Machine Guns. 

Their attacks have plenty of ma- 
chine guns, light trench mortars and 
pioneers with them, and alao lIfght 
‘guns which accompany them at seri- 
ous cost to themselves. But most of 
the guns, and especially the Beeyies. 
cannot accompany such attacks as 
those which began March 21 sia 
May 27 and which were carried out 
with great resolution. 

I believe we can do everything the 
boche can do, and do it better, not 
excluding surprise concertation. 
Witness Cambrai. The only certain 
thing in war is that the unexpected 
always happens to the unprepared.

PERSHING TELLS HOW GERMANS 
WERE REPULSED AT MARNE

WASHINGTON, June 5.—A terse 
announcement was made in Gen.

NIGHT OF TERROR WHEN 
MOTOR LIFEBOAT OF THE 


Gunwales Struck Heads of Those Struggling 
to Get Back In=Only 14 Men and Women 
Remain at Daybreak—Survivors Land. —

lifeboat carrying two women and 33 
men survivors of the steamer Caroli- 
na capsized in a sudden squall off 
Cape Henlopen about 11 o'clock Sn- 
day night.

followed. The 19 were landed here 
this morning. 

When the boat, full of water and 
awash with the waves, righted it<elf, 
the 35 tried to climb back in. Their 
efforts turned it over again, and the 
heavy gunwales in falling smashed 
in skulls that were in the way. 

Screaming in terror, they kept ‘ry- 
ing to get back into the boat. And 
the boat kept rolling over. And the 
gunwales fell like great clubs on 
bobbing heads. For a long time— 
none of the survivors could tell just 
how long—this tragic game contin- 
ued. 

And when, finally, partly because 
they were exhausted and partly be- 
cause their fear-crazed brains at last 
had grasped that the shouted orders 
of Christian Nelson, an enginecr of 
the Carolina, gave them their only 
hope of life, only 14 men and women 
were left clinging to the sides of the 
water-logged boat. 

Nelson, a Swede of great physical 
strength and solid common sense, 
had been shouting from the first for 
no one to try to-get into the boat. 
But the howling wind and the wild 
shrieks of the desperate men and 
women fighting and struggling and 
praying for their lives in the inky 
darkness, and the great rollers of ‘he 
North Atlantic, had ‘drowned his 
voice, 

Boat Batled Out. 

Now, in an interval of quiet they 
listened to him. He told them that 
they must rest quietly in the water, 
laying their hands lightly on the life- 
boat, if at all, while one man got 
cautiously in to start bailing. 

Worn out from their efforts and 
thinking that each moment might be 
their last, the men helped balance 
the boat while one of their number 
got tn. He bailed with his cupped 
hands, desperately, until Nelson de- 
cided that it would be safe to have 
a second man help him. 

Then the second man began to 
bail with his cupped hands. And so 
they bailed the boat in the dark and 
in the rain and heavy sea until all 
15 of the survivors could ‘get in, wet, 
exhausted and miserable, but thank- 
ful. ' The woman with them was Miss 
Juinna Nieves, 23, of Porto Rico. 

It was almost daybreak when 
those who still lived were all back in 
the lifeboat that was half full of 
water. in. the first faint light of 
dawn they saw bodies in life pre- 
servers floatmg on the water. And 
they rescued from among the bodies 
alive Miss Edith Donate Verile, also 
of Porte Rico, and three men. 

Miss Verile, Nelson said here, had 
been thrown into the water when 
the motorboat capsized. She found 
herself with two dead men, bobbing 
on the waves in thefr life preservers. 
And she had clung to them from 11 
o'clock until dawn. 

None of the 19 here could give 
any more vivid description ,.of their 
night’s experience than to say: 

‘We kept trying to get into the 
boat and it kept rolling over and 
over. It was dark and you couldn't 
see. We thought M was the end of 
everything.” 

Nelson said that he had been in 
Lifeboat No. 5 when 10 lifeboats, in- 
cluding the motorboat, left the Caro- 
lina, and about 7 p. m. Sunday No. 5 
was taken in tow by the motor- ‘driv- 
en lifeboat. 

The sea was calm then, there was 
no wind and the 35 in the motor 
lifeboat and the 30, cluding some 
women, in No. 56, believed it was 
only a matter of time before they 
would make the Jersey shore or 
sight a friendly ship. 

But about 11 o'clock the squall 
hurled down upon them out of the 
night. For a few minutes the motor 
boat, because of its engine, kept 


head on to* the wind. Suddenly, 


however the engine began to balk 


and soon it stopped altogether. 
Nelson, in No. 5, is an expert on 
engines. So he was called for. By 
prodigious efforts No. 5 was broughi 
alongside and he transferred to the 
motor boat. Hardly had he boarded 
her when the squall waxed to fresh 


heights of fury and the motor boat} 


overturned. As she rolled over ey- 
ery other movable’ article dropped 
out. 

Boat No. 5 was not seen by those 
in the motor boat after that. Nelson 
said that lights were seen early in 
she morning and that they believed 
it was one of the lifeboats, but didn’t 
know whether it was No, 5 or not. 

The 19 survivors drifted then until 
Monday night, when they were 
picked up by the British tramp Ap- 
pleby. They were without food and 
water, were wet and exhausted. 


Names of Survivors. 

The Appleby brought them into 
Delaware B water and trans- 
ferred them to the pilot boat Phila- 
delphia. The Philadelphia brought 
them here. Fourteen of them left 
for New York. The other five are 
staying here. 

The names of the 19 survivors are 
(passengers): Miss Virale, Miss 
Nieves, Gabriel Rinach, James M. 
McCaffrey, John Joseph Emanaelli, } 
William Virale, Enrique G. Guig, 
Belmont von Jenney and Walter H.

Yanga, Joseph Veniets, Lorenze Ro- 
mare, Jose Illanes, Grigue Weig, 
Christopher Nelson, George Howard 
(steward) and Andrew Sanches. 

Four are known lost. They are, 
according to members of the crew, 
Frederick Johansen, single, the 
first engineer, 62 Fourth. place, 
Brooklyn; a stewardess, a deck stew- 
ard and the purser. The crew did 
did not know the names of these 
last. . 

The statement that a stewardess 
was among the lost must mean that 
there were three women, at least, 
among these in the motor lifeboat. 
But Nelson said there were two: 
the two were saved. 

Some of the survivors with whois 
the correspondent talked figured that 
20 persons were lost from the motor 
boat, and that the woman and three 
men who were picked up at day- 
break probably were from boat No.

Nelson said that the * mabmnariine 
was of great size and that he saw 
ebout 50 sailors on its deck.

fined because the moon has no thick 
layers of air about it, to soften the 
rim of the shadow, as has the earth.

PEMBERTON BILLING NOT 
GUILTY IN LIBEL SUM 


Withdraws Allegation . That 
Maud Allan, the Dancer, Was

LONDON, June 5,—Noel Pember- 
ton-Billing, who has’ been tried on a 
charge of libel preferred by Maud 
Allan, the American dancer, and J. 
T. Grein, manager of the Independ- 
ent Theater, was found not guilty 
yesterday. 

_, During the prosecuting attorney’; 
summing up, Pemberton-Billing 
withdrew the allegation that Maud 
Allan was addicted to certain vices, 
interrupting the counsel, said: “I do 
not accuse Maud Allan of practicing 
the vices. I mere allege that she 
pandered to them.” 

Makes Definite Withdrawal. 

Judge Darling, surprised at this 
statement, pinned Mr. Pemberton- 
Billing down to a. definite with- 
drawal .of the allegation. 

The prosecuting attorney then re- 
joined: “He now withdraws the alle- 
gation which he only introduced to 
enable him to put forth this remark- 
able. story of the forty-seven thou- 
sand.”’ 

The. verdict only had reference to 
the slander on Maud Allan. The 
other indictments were not proceed- 
ed with, however, and the prisoner 
was discharged. 

Ends Sensational Casc.

Federal Trade Commission 
‘Charges Canners Averaged 32 
Per Cent Profit Last Year.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Sweep- 
ing recommendations for regulation 
of the canning industry were made 
yesterday to President Wilson by. the 
Fedéral Trade Commission on the 
basis of inequities discovered in an 
exhaustive investigation. Legisla- 
tion would be required to put some 
of the recommendations into effect, 
while others may be made operative 
under the food law. 

Canners were found to have aver- 
aged 32 per cent profit in 1917, 
compared with nine per cent the 
year before. The food administra- 
tion, the report: says, was not en- 


| tirely successful in preventing large 


advances in the prices of raw v 
tables last year. Rulings which 
somewhat checked the price of fin- 
ished products came too late to pre- 
vent unusually large. margins over 
costs, particularly in. tomato and 
corn canning. Army and navy pur- 
chases and other war demands, how- 
ever, now are tending to place 
prices beyond ‘control of the forces 
usually adjusting them. 

The influence of the large meat 
packing corporations in the canning 
trade was given especial attention 
by the commission, which asserted 
that wholesale grocers consider the 
meat packers their strongest rivals. 
Swift & Co. was said to control 
Libby, McNeill & Libby, the second 
largest packer of canned foods in 
the country, which made more than 
70 per cent on its investment in 1917. 
Armour & Co., has become a jobber 
of canned . goods, probably larger 
than any wholesale grocer, ,accord- 
ing to the report. Wilson & Co. was 
recorded as acquiring salmon .inter- 
ests on Puget Sound and Canneries 
in Canada. 

Among the commission’s recom~ 
mendations were suggestions for re- 
strictions of future sales and estab- 
lishment of credit facilities for can- 
ners, either through co-operative or- 
ganizations or a governmental 
agency, such as-the farm loan bank. 

The name of the canner and the 
state in which the product was 
packed were urged as necessary for 
all labels, in order to prevent large 
packers and wholesalers from com- 
bining the outputs of small canner- 
ies under their own labels, thereby 
curtailing competition. In 1917, 
Libby, McNeill & Libty was said to 
have purchased $231,000 worth of 
goods in California for sale as its 


own output.

Mest Sent to Allies 
at Rate. of 15,000 — 
Pounds a Minute 


CHICAGO, June 5. 
By the Associated Press. 
HIPMENTS of meat have 
been going to the allies for 
some time at the rate of 
16,000 pounds a minute, it was 
announced today.

GOAL SHORTAGE 
NEXT WINTER SURE 
EXPERT EXPLAINS 


Necessity of Corelating Fuel 
and War Material : Ship- 
ments Mainly Responsible, 
J. D. A. Morrow Says. 


NO ANTHRACITE FOR 
ST. LOUIS TERRITORY 


Problem ‘Mainly One of 
Transportation as Bitum- 
inous Mines Will Produce 
636,000,000 Tons. 


J. D. A. Morrow, whose job is to 
distribute 735,000,000 tons of coal 
in the United States this year, told 
St. Louis coal men, at the Jefferson 
Hotel last night, why there is sure 
to be a shortage of fuel next winter 
and why St. Louis cannot have any 
anthracite coal. 

There was. sure to be a shortage, 
he said, because, even if the mines 
were able to produce the required 


735,000,000 tons, and even if the 
railroads were able, by concentra- 
tion of equipment, to transport all 
of it, movement of coal had to be 
correlated with the movement of all 
other war supplies, since nothing 
would be gained by supplying fac- 
tories with coal if they lacked other 
raw materials for the production of 
war essentials. 

Of the required 735,000,000 tons, 
he said, the bituminous mines were 
expected to produce 636,000,000, as 
much as will be produced this year 
by all the other mines in the world, 
and 85,000,000 more than they have 
ever produced in 12 months. “And 
this coal,”’ he said, “has got to be 
produced, This is not time for ex- 
cuses. No matter if you can't get 
cars and if you can’t get men, that 
coal must be produced. We've got 
tu have it.” | 

Problem of Transportation. 

The problem, primarily, he _ said, 
was one of transportation. The Rail- 
road Administration would have to 
make good on that. The railroads 
of the East could not haul any more 
coal with their present equipment 
without cutting down on other es- 
sentials. Eighty-five per cent of the 
manufacturing of war materials was 
concentrated east of the Alleghenies 
and north of the Potomac. This was 
not according to plan and was un- 
factories 
would be permitted to locate there, 
but thoge that were there had to be 
supplied ‘with coal and other raw ma- 
terials, and that situation produced 
the whole coal trouble of the coun- 
try. 

The anthracite coal, he ‘said, was 
in that territory and there were five 
railroads to carry it to where it was 
needed. All of the soft coal was in 
the West, and there were only three 
railroads to carry it East. It was 
necessary to first supply the needs of 
the East with hard coal and give 
what was left, if any, to the West* 
but there was no reason to hope that 
there would be any left for St’ Louis 
and probably little, if any, for Illi- 
nois. 

Morrow declared that there is al- 
ready a shortage in the East because 
the railroad administration could 
only provide cars for the shipment 
of coal consistent with the movement 
of other essentials. The plan, he 
said, was to supply next winter's do- 
mestic consumers, ships, railroads 
and essential industries. It would 
probably be necessary to curtail the 
fuel-of industries which the War In- 
dustries Board decided were not es- 
sential. 

Cost to All the Same. 

Morrow announced in answer to 4 
question that the railroads are to be 
required to pay the same as other 
consumers and that they will be re- 
quired to distribute cars equally to 
all. mines, and that all contracts 
made by railroads for coal since Dec. 
29 are automatically abrogated. He 
said also that railroads, which have 
been delaying storage purchases in 
the hope of getting a preferential 
price, will be required to store coal 
to their full capacity. 

He also explained that it was im- 
possible, on account. of conditions 
which developed, to live up to the 
early announcement that St. Louis 
would receive anthracite on the basis 
of the 1916 consumption. St. Louis

GOVERNMENT ACCEPTS NURSES 
FROM CITY HOSPITAL SCHOOL 


Many Women From Eastern Colleges 
to oll Next Fall—Have Com- 
mencemént Tonight. 

The City Hospital Training School 
for Nurses, which will close for the 
season with commencement exercises 
at 8 o'clock tonight is now recognized 
by the Government as one of those 
from which graduates are desired for 
wa rservice, diospital Commissioner 
Shutt said today. Students, from Vas- 
sar College and other Eastern insti- 
tutions for women will enroll in the 
City Hospital School next autumn, 
he said. The number of patients at 
city hospital is about 800 daily. 

Young women who enter the school 
receive their board, lodging and laun- 
dry work free and a small allowance 
for books and incidentals. There are 
accommodations for 150, but this year 
there are less than 100‘students. Can- 
diidates for the nursing course will 
be admitted at any time. 

The exercises tonight will be con- 
ducted at the nurses’ home, one of 
the buildings of the city hospital 
group. The Municipal Nurses’ Board 
is to have charge of the program. 
Twenty-four young women from Mis- 
sourt, Illinois,.~Arkansas, Tennessee 
and Idaho will receive diplomas. 


NEW IRISH CHANCELLOR IS NAMED 


Lord Chief Justice Succeeds Admin- 
istrator Who Opposed Conscription. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 5.—It is officially 
announced that Sir James H. Camp- 
bell has been appointed Lord Chan- 
cellor for Ireland in ‘succession to 
Sir Ignatius John O’Brien, who has 
retired. Sir Ignatius’ has been 
granted a peerage in the United 
Kingdom. 


Sir James Campbell has been Lord 
Chief Justice of Ireland since 1916. 
He is a close friend of Sir Edward 
Carson, the Unionist leader in the 
House of Commons, and has been 
Unionist member of Parliament for 
Dublin University since 1902. Sir 
Ignatius O’Brien was appointed Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland in 1913 and 
was reappointed to the post in the 
Lloyd George Cabinet in December. 
1916. On May 21 last, he.represent- 
ed the Labor party at the anti-con- 
scription conference in Dublin and 
signed the resolutions’ passed by the, 
conference protesting against the ar- 
rest of Sinn Feiners.

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QUOR MEN TO FGHE 
~FOLK, BAUER ADMITS 


Says Association Will Use Organ- 
izations in Every City to 
Defeat Candidate. ° 


Ignatius J. Bauer, a députy Sheriff 
and secretary of the Association of 
Retail Liquor Dealers of Missouri, 
whose letter to R. Perry Spencer, 
State ‘Insurance Actuary, . pledging 
the opposition of the association to 
Joseph -W. Folk’s candidacy for 
United States Senator, was. printed 
exclusively in late editions! of the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday, today ad- 
mitted the authenticity of the letter 
and reiterated the statements made 
in it. 

In the letter Bauer said the as- 
sociation was against Folk and that 
it would work “under cover” to de- 
feat him, using organizations in 
every city and hamlet in the State. 

After publication of the letter yes- 
terday James Hagerman Jr., city 
manager of the campaign of Sena- 
tor Wilfley, who is Folk’s only oppo- 
nent for the nomination; issued a 
statement that Bauer was a Repub- 
lican and that he believed the letter 
was a Republican trick to create dis- 
cord among Democrats. 

“There isn’t any politics in this,” 
Bauer said. “The Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association is not a political 
party organization. It is against 
anybody that is against the business 
of its members. It defeated John E. 
Swanger for the Republican nomi- 
nation for Governor in 1916 because 
Swanger was an enemy of the liquor 
interests. For the same reason it is 
against Folk, a Democrat, this year. 

“The association has 4000 mem- 
bers and everyone of them will stick 
in the fight on Folk. No matter what 
comes up we will adhere strictly to 
the program outlined in my letter 
to Spencer. It would not make any 
difference to. us if Wilfley would 
say that he didn’t want our sup- 
port. We are not so much for Wilf- 
ley as we are against Folk, and he 
happens to be the means to defeat 
Folk.” 

Spencer, an active supporter of 
Wilfley, admitting to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter in Jefferson City yesterday 
that he had received the letter from 
Bauer, said that he had given it to 
State Coal Oil Inspector Omar D 
Gray, another Wilfley supporter, 
with instructions for him to give it 
to Chairman Arnold of the St. Louis 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
and for him to tell Arnold to destroy 
it and stop Bauer from writing any 
more letters of the kind. ’ 

Bauer said Arnol@? had not been to 
see him and that he had not received 
a repudiation of the support from 
Wilfley or any of his supporters, and 
that no reply to his letter had been 
received.

Nephritis.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today sent a message of 
sympathy to the faimly of former 
Vice President Charles W. Fair- 
banks, who died at Indianapolis last 
night. 

After tributes had been paid by 
Senator Watson of Indiana and Ma- 
jority Leader Martin, the Senate to- 
day adjourned until tomorrow out of 
respect to Mr. Fairbanks. 


By the Associated Press. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 5.— 
Charles Warren Fairbanks, former 
Vice President of the United States 
and former United States Senator 
for Indiana, died at his hame here 
at 8:55 o’clock last night. 

Death was due to interstitial ne- 
rhritis, which has been a chronic all- 
ment with him, but which was not 
regarded as particularly serious yn- 
til recently. 

. All members of the family except 
Maj. Richard Fairbanks, who is_ in 
France, were at his bedside. 

Fairbanks became  unconsciaus 
several days ago and did not regain 
consciousness. 

The body will lie in-state in the In- 
diana Capitol Friday. The funeral 
will be held at the Fairbanks home 
at 3 o'clock Friday afternoon, and 


| burial will be in Crownhill Cemetery 


here. 

Messages of condolence were re- 
ceived today fram all parts of the 
country. 


Born in Leg Cabin. 

The distinction of birth in a log 
cabin, which illustrious Americans 
of an earlier day commonly had, 
was also that of former Vice-Presi- 
dent Fairbanks. It is proba’ ‘e that 
he was the last of American ..tates- 
men to have yeen bern in one of 
these humble cabins. 

The one where he was born en 
May 11, 1852, was at .Unionville 
Center, O, It came dangerously 
near heing the funeral pyre for the 
future stateaman, When Mr. Fair- 
banks was u boy of 4 his father built 
a new heme, and the one-room log 
cabin was ysed as a carpenter shop. 


One day while the workmen were at = 
luneh Charles wandered into the |S 


shop and earelesaly threw a buneh 
of shavings into the open fireplace. 
The cabin caught fire and when the 
boy realized his danger he 
forced to scramble through a win- 
dow. 


Fairbanks traced his ancestors to = 


the days of Oliver Cromwell, who 
counted “Fayerbankes” among his 
supporters. Jonathan Fayerbankes, 
the first member of the family to 
come to America, landed at Boston 
in 1636. Fairbanks’ father was 
Loriston Monroe Fairbanks, a wag- 
on maker of Vermont, who emigrat- 
ed to Union County, O. His mother 
was a sister of the late William Hen- 
ry Smith, once general manager of 
the Associated Press. 

The Fairbanks 
was the hiding place of runaway 
slaves, and no black man ever was 
turned away frem the door. Fair- 


banks was 8 years old when Abra-|i 


ham Lineoln was elected President. 
Then followed the Civil War, the 
stirring scenes of which the future 
Vice-President followed with keen 
interest. 

Fairbanks, at 15, entered Ohio 
Wesleyan College at Delaware, O., 
sharing an attic room with the son 
of another farmer, and the two 
cooked their own meals. Fairbanks 
did carpenter work to earn his first 
law books, 

Soon after he was graduated Fair- 
banks was appointed agent of the 
Pa., 
holding that position for one year. 
His most important assignment was 
the rally of the Democrats and lib- 
eral Republicans in 1872. Thig was 
one vf the largest meetings of the 
eampaign and was addressed by 
Horace Greeley. Tater in life he 
frequently referred with keen de- 
light to his work as a newspaper 
man. 

From Pittsburg Fairbanks went to 
Cleveland and completed his law 
course, In 1874 he married Miss 
Cornelia Cole. Both had been mem- 
bers of the editorial staff of their 
college paper. To them were born 


five children, one daughter and four |& 


sons. 
Opens Law Office. 

After marriage Fairbanks moved 

to Indianapolis and opened 4 law 

office. He took a deep interegt in 


politics and assisted in local, State |= 


and national campaigns, managed 
Walter Q. Gresham's campaign for 
the Republican nomination for the 


presidency in 1888 and later labored |= 
industriously for Bénjamin MWarri-|; 


son's nomination. 

It has been stated many times 
that Fairbanks did more to commit 
the Republican party in Indiana to 
the gold standard in 1896 than any 
other man and that he wrote the 
money plank in the national plat- 
form adopted at the St. Louis con-

“Nurses are getting scarcer every 
continued Dr. Saunders, ‘and 
steps are being taken to mobilize 
every available nurse for the army. 
Mothers, therefore, must learn a 
great deal more than they would 
have had to learn had the war not 
occurred. a baby’s Hfe could 
not possibly be more valuable in the 
sight of God or its mother’s, still in | 
the light of the nation, babies’ lives | 
are more valuable now than ever 
before.” 

Guard Against Diseases. 

Speaking of diseases in infants, 
Dr. Saunders said that babfes are 
immune from many diseases, be- 
cause of the mother’s blood and 
milk. It is vital, therefore, he said, 
that the mother should be in the 
best physical condition when her 
child is born, and this tmmunity wil, 
continue indefinitely after the baby 
is born. 

“One of the diseases which 
healthy young babies seldom take is 
scarlet fever,” said Dr. Saunders. 
“German, or as they are now called, 
Liberty measles, and mumps, are 
not to be feared in a child. Don't 
run away from them. In young ba- 
bies they make no difference, and it 
‘s better to have them then, for later 
on they cause trouble. 

“Old-fashioned measles, however, 
are dangerous and often lead to 
pneumonia and bronchitis. Fly pol- 
luted water and milk and food are 
the great causes of typhoid fever.” 
Dr. Saunders declared that pneu- 
monia is contagious, and pointed '» 
a case where:-he had six persons in 
one family ill with the disease. 
Describing how to tell infectious 
diseases, Dr. Saunders said ft may

be put down as a fact that soreneés 
of the throat, mouth or eyes is usu- 
ally contagious, with few exceptions. | 
As a general rule, he added, anybody | 
who coughs in front of a child is 
liable to infect the child. Measles, 
mumps, pneumonia and bronchitis 
are contagious, he said. 

“A discharging ear also is to be 
guarded against,’’ he said. ‘In the 
case of a baby it leads to boils which 
kill many babies each summer. Boflls | 
themsélves are contagious, and so is 
a sore or ulcerated mouth. Segre- 
gate the children with these ailments 
from other children and use an anti- 
septic wash. 

“Sore throats are far more serious 
in children than is known. They 
often ‘ead to heart disease and rheu- 
matism. The next most _ prolific 
cause of these two diseases is an 
ulcerated tooth. 

“Erysipelas is another disease that 
is contagious. The mother fails to 
recognize this. The baby gets a high 
fever and she doesn’t know what is 
the matter. If she examined the 
child’s body she might find a-4arge 
red spot, which would indicate the 
presence of erysipelas. If\the child 
has high fever and you don’t know\ 
what is the matter, strip him and} 
look for the spot.”’ 

Warning Against Diphtheria. 

Dr. Saunders warned all mothers 
to isolate a child with a contagious 
disease. Diphtheria is a fatal and 
treacherous disease, he said, and is 
difficult to recognize in small babies, 
because they cannot complain of a 
sore throat. For this reason, he 
added, a baby’s throat should be ex- 
amined frequently by the mother. 

“Diptheria may appear in one of 
the nostrils or even on the skin. In 
scarlet fever, a high fever followed 
by vomiting are the symptoms. With- 
in 24 hours a red, speckled rash ap- 
pears. The sore throat does not 
come until later. 

Chicken pox is another children’s 
disease which need not be feared, 
Dr. Saunders said. <A _ physician 
should be called immediately, be- 
cause it sometimes leads to 
eryysipelas. - 

Whooping cough is exceedingly 
catching, and a child coughing on 
the street may infect another child 
many yards away if the wind is 
blowing. 

“In Chicagq they have adopted 
the only sensible plan, which places 
the placard on ‘the child instead of 
the house,” said Dr. Saunders. 
“After school is out whooping cough 
among the children dies out, but 
adults continue it. Every adult who 
has a strangling cough should have 
a sign on his or her sleeve warning 
the public.” 

“Whooping cough is not conta- 
the cough continues. Croup is to be 
dreaded. This can be recognized by 
the sound of the cough, and once a 
mother hears it, she never forgets 
it. It is like the bark of a dog bay- 
ing at the moon.” 

The words contagion and infec- 
tious have virtually been dropped as 
medical words, Dr. Saunders said, 
because they mean the same, and 
the term ‘“transmutable diseases,” 
has been subatituted. ‘ 

At the close of the lecture, a 
woman asked Dr. Saunders if ho 
thought children who suffered with 
a form of fever this spring had 
trench fever.

E. M.—Rev. M. S. Brennan thus 
answers your queries: The usually 
received measure of moon’s dis- 
tance from the earth is 238,793 
miles (Prof. Adams). The moon's 
orbit is slightly elliptical, almost 
circular. The phases of the moon 
are not always in the same part 
of the orbit. ‘They constantly 
change about from lunation to luna- 
tion. All the great astronomical 
observatories are free to the pub- 
lic. The Washington, National Ob- 
servatory, the Lick, the Yerkes near 
Chicagy. There is none in this vi- 
cinity—no great one. 

S. M.—It has been stated the red 
in the flag is to represent the blood 
shed by the patriots; the white is 
for purity and the blue field with 
the white stars represented a “new 
constellation,” the blue adopted be- 
ing that of the sky. Another ex- 
planation is that the white is for 
purity, the red for valor and the 
blue for justice. The colors of the 
flag were borrowed both from the 
British and Fvench flags and were 
probably used with little attention 
to their symbolic meaning. The 13 
stripes represent the 13 original 
states and the number of stars cor- 
respond to the number of states 
at present, the new stars being add- 
ed on the Fourth of July following 
the admission of new states. 


DAN.—To remove ink stains from 
writing paper 2 solutions are neces- 
sary. Solution No. 1 consists of 5 
per cent solution of hypochlorate of 
sodium in distilled water. Solution 
No. 2 vonsists of a 3-per-cent solu- 
tion of hydrochloric acid in dis- 
tilled water. Apply a drop of so- 
lution No. 1 to the stained spot and 
allow it to stand 1 minute, then 
blot it. After this has been done 
apply a drop of solution No. 2 to the 
stain and allow it to stand until 
the blot disappears, then blot it. 
Enough of the solutions should be 
applied to cover the stained spots. 
The process will not leave a stain 
on the paper, but it will, of course, 
leave the part treated without the 
glaze. This method may be em- 
ployed to remove any kind of ink 
—s except those made by India 
nk.

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THE ULTIMATE RESULT. 

Giving full value to the advantages of the Ger- 
mans in their desperate campaign to smash the 
allied armies this summer, and not belittling the 
menace of the German drive, the statement of the 
Supreme War Council is reassuring. 

The dominant note of the message is confidence 
in the fixed determination of the allied free peo- 
ples and the valor and skill of their devoted sol- 
diers and sailors to win an ultimate victory for 
civilization and to make “freedom sure.”’ 

The factors noted as working for allied success 
are unity of command under Gen. Foch, in whose. 
leadership complete confidence is expressed, and | 
the rapidity with which America, under the in- 
spiring leadership of President Wilson, is putting | 
men and supplies into the field of action. 

We\ Americans know that the Kaiser cannot 
win. We know that the forces of democracy will 
defeat the forces of Prussianism, because we 
know our own will and our capacity and re- 
sources. We know that with our accession the 
allied strength and will are equal to the task 
of crushing ruthless militarism and “making the 
world safe for democracy.” 

The menace of the German drive is not the 
ultimate defeat of the forces of liberty, but the 
prolongation of the war and the increase of its 
cost in lives and treasure by successes which will 
advantage and enable the 
Kaiser's militarists to hold their people to further 
desperate efforts. We view with sorrow the pos- 
sibility of greater suffering by the devoted 
French and costly efforts by the allied armies 
and navies. 

The allied armies are holding. They are not 
broken. They are filled with courage and enthu- 
siasm. The outlook brightens with every day 
that passes. Every day fresh troops pour into 
France. Every day our production of ships, guns 
and munitions increases in progressive ratio. We 
are supplying the wastage, of men and munitions, 
in the present drive. The time is rapidly ap- 
proaching when the tide will turn and our con- 
tributions will represent steadily increasing su- 
periority in forces. Then will come the day of 
reckoning for the Kaiser and all his despotic and 
ruthless satellites. 

To this end the one thing needful is national 
morale—the fixed determination to conquer, so 
united and intensive that every energy will be 
directed to the goal. The only thing that could 
prevent complete victory is the weakening of the 
will and the slackening of the efforts of the na- 
tions that are battling for human freedom. The 
danger of defeat is in ourselves, not the enemy. 
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THE NAVY NEEDS MEN.

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NO AUTOCRACY OF THE WIRES. 

| The statement of S. J. Konenkamp, president 
'of the telegrapher’s union, that he will not be in 
any haste to call a strike of the Westera Union 
|operators is reassuring. The promise that no 
attempt will be made to interrupt railroad serv- 
‘ice by calling out men engaged in dispatching 
trains is also gratifying. 

The manifest reluctance about forcing extreme 

measures and evident hope of a peaceful settle- 
'ment of difficulties show on the part of the op- 
erators a spirit in conspicuous contrast with that 
of the responsible Western Union heads. . Their 
archaic theory of the rights of employes and the 
attitude to be assumed by employers toward work- 
ers has evidently not changed since the great 
strike of more than 30 years ago, which has be- 
come a tradition among telegraphers. 

The quarrel of the Western Union managers is 
no longer with their men alone. It is a quarrel be- 
tween them and the National War Labor Board. If 
their arrogance forces a general telegraphers’ 
strike, it will be a quarrel in which they find 
themselves on one side and the public as well as 
the War Labor Board and employes on the other 
side. ; 

This is no time for enforcing old, crusted no- 
tions of provincial narrowness as to the duty of 
keeping workers down and restricting them in 
the rights and privileges to which they are en- 
titled as men. The Government will still have the 
service of the telegraphers in operating the rail- 
roads, but how about other Government busi- 
ness? Is the Government to be denied the use of 
the wires, or to be hampered in their use in di- 
recting the vast industrial operations and the 
movements of men and materials made necessary 
by the war? Is the public to be given only frag- 
mentary news or no news at all of the war op- 
erations for whose success they are making count- 
less sacrifices? 

No autocracy of the wires has a right to pre- 
cipitate the vast disturbance to business and in- 
terference with war preparations that would be 
caused by a telegraph strike at this time or to 
even harry the country with the menace of such 
a strike. The beginning of a strike should be the 
signal for ousting these managers from the posi- 
tions for which they show utter unworthiness and 
replacing them with men more amenable to the 
rule of reason in adjustments between capital and 


ing in the navy. 

This makes it a good time to remind our young 
men that a navy recruiting office is open in St. 
Louis—the Calumet Building, Seventh and Chest- 
nut streets. An intensive drive is on at present 
to enroll carpenters, machinists, coppersmiths, 
plumbers, tinners, pattern makers, electricians 
and men of allied trades. Skilled men may get 
the rank of petty officer, with good wages, a clean 
life and an opportunity to serve the country in 
the best way possible to offset just such damage 
as the Germans have been doing on our Atiantic 
seaboard. 
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THE CHILD LABOR DECISION, 

The National child labor law, just pronounced 
unconstitutional by the United States Supreme 
Court, with four Justices dissenting, passed the 
House of Representatives in February, 1916, by 
vote of 337 to 46 and the Senate in August of that 
year by a vote of 52 to 12. It was signed by 
President Wilson “with genuine pride,” on Sept. 
1, 1916, and went into effect Sept. 1, 1917. 

The public demand for such a bill was manifest, 
the opposition coming mainly from certain South- 
ern States where the cotton interests employed 
percentages of child labor as high as 13 in the 
mills. 

It was a North Cerctien Federal Judge who, 
on Aug. 31, 1917, declared the law unconstitution- 
al. His decision was based on injunction proceed- 
ings brought by a father who had two children 
in the cotton mills and contended that he had a 
right to their wages. An appeal from this de- 
cision brought the act before the Suprenie Court. 

The nullifying of this act by the Supreme Court 
is the first break in a long line of Federal action 
looking to the protection of the people by inter- 
state regulatory laws. Hunters are protected in 
laws regulating the shipment of game. Women 
are protected under the Mann act, drug fiends are 
saved from themselves by Federal regulation laws, 
workers in match factories, and the people at 
large are protected, under prohibitory laws re- 
lating to manufacture and shipment. It is dis- 
appointing to the humane people of the country to 
find that children cannot receive the protection 
Uncle Sam accords to migratory birds. 

The remedy is for the several states which have 
inadequate child labor laws to enact legislation 
that will fully protect the children from injury 
and degradation. While it accomplished much 
good, the Federal law could not touch the source 
of the evil and only covered certain industries. It 
did not protect children in agriculture, of whom 
vast numbers are deprived of adequate education 
because of labor conditions. The States can do 
more than the Federal Government for the chil- 
dren, if they will. There need be no step back- 
ward if the willing workers who brought about 
the enactment of the Federal child labor law will 
bring pressure to bear on the State Legislatures 
ae the protection of the children. 
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Two ROYAL LUNATICS. 

The treaty just made between “His Majesty the | 
German Kaiser and King of Prussia, on the one | 
hand, and His High Apostolic Majesty the Kaiser 
of Austria and King of Hungary, on the other,” as 
the introductory clause reads, is simply an agree- 
ment between two royal lunatics to keep 118,000,- 
000 people at war with all the rest of the world, 
if they can do it, for another 25 years. 

These royal lunatics are not satisfied with all 
the unspeakable horrors of the present war, The’ 
countless graves in France, in Belgium, in Italy, 
in Russia and other parts of the battle fronts | 
are nothing to them. They are deaf to the wails 
of millions of orphans and blind to the tears and | 
‘agony of countless mothers, wives and daughters.

COURTS AND ‘SIx. CENT FARES. 

The State Public Service Commission author- 
ized a private water company at Sedalia to charge 
$45 a year rental for fire hydrants in defiance of 
a contract with the city under which the company 
had obligated itself to charge only $30 a year. The 
Supreme Court has sustained the commission in 
this action, holding that it was exercising legally 
police powers of the State. 

The decision, however, is only remotely applica- 
ble to the commission’s order authorizing the 
United Railways to collect six-cent fares. In the 
St. Louis case a constitutional question is in- 
volved. 

The Constitution contains no provision making 
the municipality paramount without State inter- 
ference in arrangements with utilities supplying 
water. But it does contain a clause guaranteeing 
it against State interference in giving assent not 
only to the construction, but the operation of 
street railways. 

The case in St. Louis depends on exactly what 
this clause means. It is contended that after the 
municipality has given its assent to a street rail- 
way’s construction, it has exhausted its powers 
and that the terms under which the grant is ex- 
ercised may be regulated by statute. On the oth- 
er hand a broader view might hold that the right 
to say whether or not a street railway should be 
constructed would be only an empty, valueless 
right unless it carried with it the right of pre- 
scribing the conditions of the grant.. Particular- 
ly it might be held, that local assent to operation 
being made indispensable, the right of stipulat- 
ing the terms of operation would be continuing 
and not subject to invasion under any statutory 
authority. 

The Sedalia case only makes an adjudication 
of the St. Louis case more desirable. All doubt- 
ful points in the jurisdiction of the State board 
should be cleared up.

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JUST A MINUTE IN WASHINGTON. 
ASHINGTON—What is Mr, Hughes going to 
find in the airplane investigation? Noth- 
ing, I am assured; nothing beyond the griev- 
ious experience of every country which has attempted 
hastily to avail itself of the possibilities of air fight- 


ing. They have all built feverishly. They have all © 


met with vexing delay. They have all waked in the 
morning to find that invention had been busy during 
the night. The only reason why neither side. has 
deluged the other from the air is that neither side has 
been able to build that many planes. The problem of 
how to build up-to-date planes in quantity was never 
solved until this country solved it—this country, 
which political propagandists have led us to believe 
made a mess of the whole airplane program! Just 
now we are all too busy getting on with the war to 
turn back for an accounting to that political pro- 
paganda, but after the war we shall have time to re- 
turn to and learn something about it. That was why 
the President asked Mr. Hughes to make the inves- 
tigation. He knew it had been a political propaganda, 
and that with anyone less than Mr. Hughes report- 
ing what he will report there would have been a cry 
of ‘‘whitewash!’’

One wonders why someone hasn't arisen to tell the 
truth about the airplane matter. It has seemed not 
to have been beneath the dignity of the President 
himself. Naturally, in the absence of any official in- 
formation of what we were , exaggeration of 
our difficulties has been credible to many of us. We 
had no choice between that and anything else, so we 
took that. Probably not one man in ten million, 
though disposed to fairness, knows the truth about 
the airplane story. An official in that department of 
the service—one of those who are giving their time 
and experience to the country during the war—told 
me the other day what he said was the truth about it. 
This man, like all his associates, feels keenly the 
criticism of construction—a criticism in the face of 
which he, like everyone else in the Government serv- 
ice, has been forced to remain silent, that being the 
order of the War Department and applicable to ‘even 
dollar-a-year men. 

- * * 

‘*In the first place, we have not spent a billion dol- 
lars,’’ he said. ‘‘We have spent a little in excess of 
200,000,000, and a considerable part of that has been 
expended in France by Gen. Pershing. There has been 
nothing crooked about this work. Mr. Hughes will 
do us the justice to say that is so. The whole diffi- 
culty has arisen from two things: First, the im- 
patience of the country to get into the war on a big 
scale, without thought of the inevitable delays im- 
posed by manufacturing; second, the desire of the 
opposition party to discredit the administration. The 
country could not be expected to know what the dif- 
ficulties of manufacture are. It only knew that the 
need was great. When we went into the war our 
allies indicated to us what air fighting by the time we 
could get to it would require.

That is because the 
Liberty is a simplification of prior motors and easier 
built.

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Summer Conservation Menus and Recipes 
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ToThis Wisin 
Cooking Is an 


the Work of the Establish- 
ment and the Efficiency 
of the Expert Who 
Conducts It. 


By Marguerite Martyn. 

OU can lead people to the con- 
y servation table but you can- 

not always make them eat. 
They will sample the expert dem- 
onstration of some new substitute 
and admit it tastes as good as 
what they have been used to; but 
they will continue to demand from 
their own kitchens what mother 
used to make. And if they cannot 
procure the same ingredients in 
many cases they either will do 
without, risking under-nourish- 
ment, or they will struggle along 
with the unfamiliar substitutes 
half-heartedly or with poor suc- 
cess. 

About the most practical dem- 
onstration in conservation that has 
been made is that undertaken by 
the Women’s Central Committee of 
the Food Administration at the 
Neighborhood Kitchen, 1729 South 
Seventh strect. Here is a kitchen 
established in what formerly was 
a corner saloon. The actual equip- 
ment of copper kettles, warming 
utensils, iceboxes and kitchen con- 
veniences are of the best. Im- 
maculate simplicity is aimed at 
in the rest of the furnishings. At 
the restaurant tables patrons may 
be served, cafeteria fashion. From 
the counter meals may be taken 
home. 

The aim of the conservationists 
is to serve dishes of the. highest 
food value at the least prices that 
will pay expenses. Food values are 
estimated in calories. Though 100 
calories was considered the high- 
est food value that could be of- 
fered for a penny some time ago, 
the conservationists say they got 
it down to 700 calories for a nickel. 

The soup provided must contain 
500 calories. A roll contains 200 
calories. The stew or meat and 
vegetable offered contains 1000 
calories. A portion of almost every 
article on the menu may be pur- 
chased for 15 cents. The effort is 
made to make each separate dish 
or combination of dishes a bal- 
anced meal in itself. 

Further conservation is accom- 
plished in fuel and avoidance of 
waste by having food cooked in 
large quantities in large contain- 
ers. The capacity of the kitchen 
is 1600 meals per day, serving 800 
persons at one meal. The capacity 
has been exhausted upon many 
days since its inauguration a short 
time ago and the kitchen is becom- 
ing more popular and successful 
every day. 


SPECIALLY is it difficult to 
E induce our foreign-born cit- 
izens to understand and sub- 
mit to the new food regulations. 
The secret of the success of this 
kitchen in a neighborhood largely 
of Austrian birth, is freely conced- 
ed by the women at the head of 
the kitchen to be due to the clever- 
ness of the resident supervisor, 
Mrs. Maria E. Schulz. She is re- 
garded as a rare find. Before she 
came to this country 15 years ago 
she was actively employed in one 
of the celebrated municipal kitch- 
ens of Berlin. Though it is dis- 
tasteful to acknowledge that na- 
tion’s superiority in any direction, 
opulent, extravagant America can 
afford to credit the Teutons with 
superiority in domestic economy. 
The acquisition of Mrs. Schulz 
may be considered as a forerunner 
of that more complete victory we 
confidently expect later on. Hers 
is a complete surrender. Before 
she married an American citizen 
she made a radical decision in 
favor of the Land of the Free and 
the war, she says, has but strength- 
ened her allegiance. She is the 
mother of a family of three beau- 
tiful little girls and the home she 
presides over is just next door to 
the kitchen. 
Mrs. Schulz has educated herself 
with the co-operation of her hus- 
band, a physician, in the scientific

Poe Care of 
Hairbrushes 


By ANDRE DUPONT. 


OT very long ago I had to buy 

N a new hairbrush and in the 

department of a store famous 

for its toilet goods I was fortunate 

enough to strike a most obliging 
saleswoman. 

“Sometimes women who are neat- 


‘| ness personified in all other respects 


will neglect their hairbrushes,” shé 
said. ‘Once every two weeks or 10 
days is not too often to wash hair- 
brushes if one wants them to be a 
benefit and not an injury to the hair. 
There are no more prolific sources of 
falling hair, dandruff and other 
scalp disease than an unclean hair- 
brush. 

“Take all the hair brushes to be 
cleaned and first run the fine part 
of the comb through them to collect 
any stray hairs. Run some hot water 
into the wash basin. and then let in 
enough cold to make it lukewarm. 
Do not use hot water, for it will 
make the bristles limp. 

“To every pint of this water add 
one tablespoonful of ammonia, or 
if you prefer half a tablespoonful of 
borax. But do not use both at once. 
Hold each brush by the back, and 
keeping that part clear of the water 
swirl it backwards and forwards. 
Put the other hand into the water 
and draw a comb across the bris- 
tles. 

“Then fill the basin with cold 
water and dip the brush into this 
to rinse off all the ammonia. The 
colder this rinsing water is the bet- 
ter for the bristles. If the water 
does not run very cold from the tap 
in summer it is well to put a small 
piece of ice in it. Next shake the 
brush as dry as possible and wipe 
the back and handle with a soft 
cloth to dry. 


RUSHES with wooden backs 
can be kept looking like 
new if the wood is rubbed once in a 
while with a little furniture polish. 
Fancy silver backs can be given a 
high polish by making a. thin paste 
of whitening and water or even com- 
mon starch and water, smearing this 
lightly on and then brushing with a 
soft silver brush and polishing with 
a chamois or flannel. Any sort of 
silver polish can be used or in an 
emergency, even tooth powder, 
which will give a high luster. 
“Sometimes when one is away in 
the country it is not convenient to

wash the brush. In this case it can 
be kept fresh and sweet and free 
from dust and dirt by a very simple 
method of dry cleaning. Use a little 
corn meal or powdered orris. One is 
just about as effective as the other, 
the last cambings shake the brush 
and the hair smell delightfully of 
violets. Naturally it is more ex- 
pensive than the corn meal. 


“Lay the brush on its back and 
rub a handful of the meal through 
the bristles with the fingers. Comb 
this out again with the fine part of 
the comb and then rub through again 
until the brustles are clean. After 
the last combings shake the brish 
and tap it briskly on some hard sur- 
face to remove any particles of the 
meal that may possibly adhere to 
it.”

‘While the police authorities have 
hitherto considered sharp reprimands 
as sufficient warnings, in the belief 
that such unconsidered-acts were due 
to a foolish desire for sensation, in 
future such conduct will be visited 
by very severe legal penalties and 
public exposure. These penalties will 
furthermore be imposed without dis- 
crimination on all who may render 
themselves guilty of such lack of self- 
respect.”

Prospects for Triangular Foot-

NEW YORK, June 5.—It is prac- 
tically assured that “Harvard and 
Princeton will play football next 
fall, and, while Yale has not yet 
come to any decision in the matter, 
it is believed that the New Haven 
authorities will fall in with the plans 
of the two rival institutions.
